William Walter story and a House committee investigation of it 

William Walter was the original source of a report^that got grossly 
embellished j of a teletype referring to an alleged threat against the President 
at the time he was in Dallas. Ln this case the name of the special agent who 
wrote a memo to the SAC is withheld as is that of the Division 6 supervisor who 
phoned (Division 6-personal crimes) and presumably this supervisorwho gave 
information having to do with a coming inquiry by the subcommittee on Government 
Information and Individual Rights. 

In the second paragraph the name of William Walter is blacked out, all 
blackings out under a claim to privacy. Of course, it would have been obvious 
to a subject expert from the text but in this case, while they blacked the name 
out of the text, they let it stay on the handwritten notation having to do with 
filing. 

Although this was a sticky subject with the Bureau, I recall no other 
records having to do with the subcommittee inquiry.
